The Germans, .without

said that farther east along thu 
Don mechanized detachments con- 
tinued their southward drive.

ansk area. 


To the northeast German and 


Rumanian Infantry divisions, the 
German communique said, were 
threatening Stalingrad on a broad 
front, having reached a Don bend 
krea about 50 miles from their goal. 
Stalingrad, Industrial capital of the 
Lower Volga, lies near an elbow of 
that river, within 50 miles of the 
Don bend.

The chair, which had beeri* 
relegated to the attic for a num- 
ber of years was completely re- 
modeled. The first step was pad- 
ding with old quilts or blankets 
to make It more comfortable, then 
covering It with glazed chintz to 
form a hack, cushion and ruffled 
s'drt. The cost was five yards of 
material at 29 cents per yard. 


No Special Patterns 


There arc no patterns for up- 


holstering or making allp-covers, 
Miss Sneed explained since each 
piece of furniture presents a dif- 
ferent problems.
